S.O. 5363.—-Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that in the inter¬ 
est of the public safety and tranquility, the issue of an order under clause (b) of 
sub-section (1) of section 6 of the Aircraft Act, 1934 (22 of 1934). is expedient: 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (b) of sub-sec¬ 
tion (1) of the said section 6, the Central Government hereby mrnies the following 
order, namely: 

No person shall ily or assist in flying an a : rcraft over the area specified in 
column 1 of the Schedule annexed hereto save in accordance with the conditions 
specified in the entry in column 2 thereof; and the provisions of rule 12 of the 
Aircraft Rules, 1937, shall apply to every pilot who finds himself above any such 
area fit contravention of this order in the same manner a;, they apply to a pilot 
who finds himself above a prohibited area, within the meaning of the said rule, in 
contravention of sub-rule (1) of the said rule-
